In response to Request for Continued Examination filed February 8, 2008 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Claims 1 - 4 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails to teach or 
suggest a precision dendrometer, of the type based on the use of extension measurement 
bands as resistances for a Wheatstone Bridge type circuit, said dendrometer comprising a 
sensor holder that serves as a part for securing the dendrometer to a plant; wherein said 
sensor comprises a cylindrical body of aluminum, the cylindrical body of aluminum 
coupled to a first end of an aluminum sheet on which the extension measurement bands 
are mounted; a second end of the aluminum sheet narrowing~ to an end for contacting the 
plant, and wherein said sensor is configured to determine a dimensional variation of the 
plant according to a pressure exerted by the plant in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims.
